After exhibiting in Vienna, Munich and 
Berlin the artist, whose works, owing 
to her untiring energy and zeal, follow- 
ed each other in Incredibly quick succes- 
sion, came to the capital and established 
her studio, exhibiting at the same time 
the picture that won for her the posi- 
tion of the first woman artist In Ger- 
many. It was the High Altar of the an- 
cient Cistercian Abbey in Grussau, 
Silesia. 


The critics were unanimous in their 
praises of it, recognizing another Menzel 
in the work of the young artist, -no 
mediocre talent could have overcome the 
technical difficilt‘es of reflex light fall- 
ing on the rich creamy marble. pillars; 
the fine carving on the choir stalls and 
the plastic figures of angels. In addi- 
tion to this the work showed strong 
individuality, and a youthful enthusi- 
asm free and wuntrammelled by schools 
or traditions. This. work turned the at- 
tention of the German emperor, ever 
alert to find such of his subjects as 
share his enthusiastic interest in the 
preservation of signs of the. alte zeit 
in the fatherland, to the young artist, 
and it was at his instigation that she 


was given the state commission for two 
colossal pictures for the Deutsche Hans 
at the Paris exposition of 1900. ‘Thus 
she was the first woman in. Germany 
to receive commissions for works of 
art from the government, 

She chose a view of “golden” Mainz, 
the cradle of printing, and one of Leip- 
sig, the chief commercial center of the 
trade. The paintings were executed in 
the short space of.two months, and 
won for the artist the award of a gold 
Since then the emperor and 
have taken. great interest in 
Grete Waldau and her work. Not in- 
frequently she is summoned to the im- 
perial palace, where the emperor points 
out to her some view which he likes, 
or. discuss another which would pre- 
sent technical or other difficulties. Such 
was the case with .a special view in 
Lubeck from the steps of the Rathaus, 
which he laughingly said would be too 
difficult in perspective for her, although 
he thought it presented unusual oppor- 
tunities for architectural painting. Frau- 
lein Waldau travelled at once to the 
Hanseatic town, and inspected the 
ground, made her sketches with her 
usual rapidity, and shortly afterward 
sent the picture to the palace.’ The em- 
peror expressed his pleasure and bought 
the work, at the same time bestowing 
upon the artist an order honor. She 
iS the only woman -artist upon whom 
such royal favor ‘has been conferred. 
Three other paintings of Fraulein’ Wal- 
dau's,are in the emiperor’s possession. 

The last few years have been busy 
ones to Grete Waldau; the fourteenth 
century Rathaus in Breslau, the Rathaus 
in Posen, by special wish of- the em- 
peror, being among her principal works. 
Then followed the second etate commis- 
sion for the German industria] hall at 
the St. Louis exposition, and the result 
wag four of the most remarkable paint- 
ings in this line that have ever been 
executed by a woman; two of these 
showed the mammoth Krupp works at 
Essen, the other two the Konigshutte 
iron founderies in Silesia. A less consci- 
éentious and thorough artist would have 
contented herself with theatrical effects 
of glaring lights, stage figures, me); In 
leather clothes with blackened faces and 
sinewy arms,in the foreground and half 
hidden in the thick, convenient shadows. 
But, true to her instincts which always 
lead her to choose the difficult rather 
than the easy, Grete Waldau,. with an 
audacity seldom found in a woman, ge- 
lected the massive Krupp machineries 
at work and the high ovens of the 
Konigshutte founderies emitting smoke 
and flame which lights up the snow on 
the buildings around with a wild and 
lurid glare. These pictures called forth 
the warm praise of the critics, as wel] 
as of the German crown prince, who 
with his father, is a frequent visitor to 
her atelier. Hé has the same keen eye 
as the emperor, and is as outspoken in 
his criticism as well as just and appre- 
cilative in his praise.

According to Sir Willlam Van Horne’s 
estimate such a form of thirty-three 
acres is equal in its money-producing 
power to one of 300 acres in the United 
States, and it is about as much as one 
farmly can attend to without outside 
help. Those who wish more lands can 
buy additional units, the scheme being 
capable of indefinite expansion, The plan 
is much liked here and it will probably 
be adopted by other development com- 
panies in opening up their properties. 
If it becomes common it will result 
in giving the farmers of eastern Cuba 
more social advantages than their class 
anywhere the world over. 


A Personal Investigation Needed. 


In closing this letter I urge all would- 
be investors in Cuban lands to come to 
the island and look over the country 
before making purchases. 
The opportunities for making money are 
enormous. Lands are bound to rise in 
value, The soil is among the most 
fertile of the world, and the island will 
probably become the fruit and winter 
market garden of the United States. 

There is, however, a great difference in 
iands and locations, and freight rates 
will often mean failure or success. There 
are honest real estag# agents here, but 
there are also land sharks.

With this substantia] baSis for 
values in evidence, a break is’ afforded 
upon the downward course of prices. The 
principal selling of stocks evidently comes 
from those who are holding with borrow- 
ed money which is recalled by the lend- 
ers for other necessities or to make pro- 
vision for an outlook which clearly 
threatens the need for further contraction 
of credits. The seasonable demand for 
funds from interior sources is proving 
large in view of the large crops-to be 
moved and great business activity. The 
small proportion of the surplus reserve 
Of New York banks revealed by recent 
deposits by a reaction of loans to keep 
pace With the withdrawals of cash from 
New York in order to keep within the 
limits of the legal reserve.

News from Tokio, delayed by cable in- 
terruption, brings the expresseq opinion 
from financia] authorities there that the 
government may meet with difficulties if 
obliged to secure further domestic loans 
which may throw it again upor. the re- 
sources of the other money markets. Be- 
sides, Japanese funds on deposit in New 
York have been steadily remitted to Lon- 
don, where they may figure in the Bank 
of England deposits as reserve against 
additional note issues by the Bank of 
Japan.

mand for dairy products, making possible 
their delivery in the cities at a profit to 
the farmer, and thereby inducing many 
to adopt dairy farming as a specialty, in- 
stead of following it as incidental to gen- 
eral agriculture. This industry, also as 
an incidental to farming, has turned many 
Waste places that have been thrown away 
and allowed to grow up in weeds and old 
field trees, Into rich, productive and valu- 
able farms, the fertilizers from the stalls 
and stables supplying a soll found only in 
new and uncultivated lands or in rich 
bettoms along the rivers and creeks. 

As a special industry, dairy farming 
was found but in few sections until the 
the nineteenth century, and 


products were produced in limited quan- 
tities, the farmers fearing an overproduc- 
tion; and but for the exportation of butter 
and cheese, which began on a huge scale 
about the year 1870, it would never have 
spread «o the gigantic proportions of the 
present day. In 1867 the export business 
in these products exceeded 10,000,000 
pounds. 

From the north the industry has grad- 
ually moved southward, until today it is 
by far the most promising, as well as 
pleasant, feature of the southern farm. 
If one would see the best in this Hne and 
inform himself of the advantages the in- 


| dustry sustains, either as a specialty or 
incidental to farfwing, let him visit the 


Woodburn stock farm, near Pendleton, 
S. C., in Anderson county. 

I spent a veny pleasant day and night 
here last week, with the manager, Ben 
Harris, and his interesting family; all 
of whom are always busy, but never too 
much so for one of the family to take you 
over the farm and entertain you with the 
interesting work being done. 

The farm .house, the home of the Har- 
ris family, is situated on a wide sloping 
hill, in the midst of a thick growth of 
wide-spreading oak, in the background of 
which stands the cow stalls, hen houses 


er so early and never allow them to see 
her again. Bach calf is swpplied with a 
patented rubber nipple, which is connect. 
ed with the hot milk taken from the 
cow’s udder by a boy’s hand, and it is 
amusing to see them feed themselves from 
it—switching their tails from side to side, 
like a pendulum, and instinctively hunch- 
ing the nipple Iike it was a real udder. 
The calves are fed this way until a year 
or more old, then either sold or trained 
up to supply milk and butter for the farm 
or for market. 
Interior: of Barns. 

Each barn of stock is in charge of as 
many milkers or attendants as there are 
rows, each row containing from ten to 
twenty cows; which are grazed, watered, 
milked and k@pt in nice trim by the at- 
tendant. It is noticable that the cows 
soon learn to know and love their mas- 
ter, under whose control they remain 
from day light until dak; and who keeps 
their stalls as nice and clean as the 
kitchen floor and milks twice daily, 
once in the morning and again at night. 
It requires a great deal of work and 
worry to do all this, but the boys and 
men go about kt, whistling and singing 
all the while, as if there was but one 
occupation in all the world, and they 
were the masters of it. 

From the milk, which is separated from 
the cream as@so6On as milked, butter, 
the freshest and furest that ever was 
churned, is made at the creamery, an 
out house with a deep cellar, brick arch- 
ed and kalsomined, so as to msure clean- 
liness and purity. Miss Harris, a daugh- 
ter of the manager, is in charge of the 
creamery, and to her skill and exper- 
ience in the manufacture of wutter the 
products of the farm have the best trade 
of this country, supplying “such well 
known hostelries as the Battery Park, 
Asheville, and the famous East Coast 
hotels. 

Woodburn stock farm is | mile from 
Old Pendleton village, the home of Gen- 
eral Andrew Pickens, and 4 miles from 
Clemson college, the home of that great 
man, John C. Calhoun.

GEORGIA BAPTISTS BUILD 
COSTLY TEMPLE IN ROME 


(By Rev. Millara A. Jenkins, Pastor Bap- 
tist Church, Dublin, Ga.) 

Rome, Italy, August 21.—(Special.)— 
A company of southerners, among whom 
are many Georgians, are extensively tour- 
ing Europe. Some of the representative 
ministers and laymen of the Baptist 
church, of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion, are conspicuous in this company of 
tourists. One object of these .men. has 
been to study the religious. conditions of 
European countries, and especially the 
state of the mission work under the con- 
tral of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion. 

Thirty years ago a mission work was 
begun here by the now venerable . Dr. 
James Taylor. Dr. J. H. Eager, who is 
now conducting the party through Italy, 
was sixteen years a missionary. here. 
Drs. Whittinghill and Gill are,now in 
‘Italy, Dr. Whittinghill 
the Roman Baptist Theological seminary 
and Dr. Gill, young, learned, enthusi- 
astic, consecrated, is soon to be put in 
full charge ofall Southern Baptist mis- 
sion work fn Ealy.

The man who offers for 
office in Georgia stands or falls in 
his political fortunes by the grace of 
the popular will regularly and hon- 
estly expressed through a free ballot, 
and there ig no back door entrance to 
the official service of the people. It 
is a fair field and no favors, so far as 
the last analysis of the ballot is con- 
cerned, and the man who wins does so 
by dint of hig personal worth as for- 
mally attested by a discriminating ma- 
jority of his fellow-citizens, or the 
whole principle of democratic suffrage

Grom The Houston Post) 
Under the ception of “The Day of Sus- 
picion,”” the Chicago Chronicle inveighs 


ing public men as corrupt merely be- 


unworthy men in the public service is as 
true as that there are unworthy men in 
private life. it will always be the case 
so long as mankind dwells within the 
realm of the imperfect. But it is true 
that most public men are honest. To 
assert the contrary would be equivelent 
to saying that most people are dishonest, 
for after all the public men are pubilo 
men because they are elevated by the 
people, 

In Texes, for instance, there is much 
talk of machines and cliques and gangs, 
it is true nevertheless that more 
than nine-tenths of the public officials are 


by conventions manipulated by shrewd 
paliticians. Consequently, the politicians 
have nothing to do with selecting officials 
further than to appeal to the masses, The 
wholesale denunciation of public men as 
grafters is, therefore, in a certain sense 
a reflection upon the majorities who do 
the selecting. 

The Chronicle Continues: “The fact is, 
we have raised up a whole generation of 
backbiters and aslanderers operating 
under the guise of political . agitators, 
who make a business of assailing the 
character of public men and of creating 
the impression that they have grown im- 
mensely wealthy by some improper use of 
their official position and authority.” 

Verily, this ig true, every word of it. No 
state ds free from the busy slanderer who 
can find no worthier occupation than 
atrociously assailing men for no other 
reason than their elevation to public of- 
fice. Where an unworthy official ig un- 
covered and driven from office, public 
commendation is forthcoming, as it should} 
be. But thig can only be accomplished 
through specific effort. A tirade of calum- 
ny against the publie life of a state 
or nation serves only to shield tha 
really guilty ones. 

And The Chronicle forcefully observes: 
“The pretense ig that these attacks are 
made in the interest of public virtue and 
honest government, but the actual effecy/ 
is precisely the opposite. There is no 
surer way of lowering the standard of 
officia] purity than by teaching and in- 
sisting that no officia] purity exists, This 
system of slander produceg the very vices 
which it condemns, and produc-s them 
more effectively than they could be pro- 
duced by any other means.”

RAILROAD COMMISSION 
TO FIGHT FOR ITS LIFE 


Litigation Now Pending 


in Supreme Court Upon 


Which Depends the Commission’s Future Use- 
fulness---Appeal From Judge Cann’s 
Decision.

The very life and usefulness of the 
State raiiroad commission are involved, 
it js said, tn that litigation 
in Chatham superior court, where Judge 
George T. Cann enjoined the members 
of the commission and the railroads 
from enforcing certain railroad rates 
which the commissteon dechared reason- 
and just, and which litigation is 
now pending in the supreme court on ap- 
peal, to be heard at the October term. 

Attorney General John C. Hart has 
filed in the supreme court his bil 
of exceptions and appeal] from Judge 
Cann's decision, and he regards thia case 
as the most important with which he has 
had to deal since he has been 
general, those sults for the recovery of

Judge Haert’s position fs that the rall- 
road commission acts under the constitu- 
tion as the direct representative of the 
legislature {n making just and reason- 
able rates; that it fs therefore a quasi 
court and that its actions are not sub- 
ject to review by any of the courts of 
the state. For If they were, he 

courts would become in reality the 
railroad commission and the latter body 
would be practically ‘“‘functus officio.”’ 

Nevertheless it Is the desire of the at- 
general and of the raflroad com- 
missioners to have this question definite- 
ly determined so. that the commission 
and the people may know just where 
that body stands, If the railroad >com- 
mission lacks the power to enforce what 
it believes to be just and reasonable 
rates when it makes them, it might as 
well go out of business, unless the legis- 
lature should see fit to so amend the 
law as to give them that power. 

The history of the litigation over cir- 
culars 305 ard 306 making reductions 
in rates on stoves from Atlanta, Dalton, 
Rome and Rockmart, stove manufactur- 
ing points, is a familiar one, Judge Cann 
enjoined: their enforcement becaqpse he 
considered they dis¢riminated unjustly 
against Savannah and other points in 
state. The supreme court has been 
asked to reverse that decision, and the 
all important question now is as to the 
power of the railroad commission under 
the law creating it, to enforce its rul- 
ings. 

If the commission has not that power, 
if the law is defective. in what it pro- 
posed to do, then any railroad in the 
state may disobey at will any order of the 
commission, ag it may feel inclined, and 
all of the rules and regulations made 
by that body looking to the protection 
of the people of the state are practically 
nullified. 

A railroad commission without au- 
thority, it is considered, amounts to lit- 
tle, if any, more than no railroad com- 
mission at all. 

What the State Contends. 

Attorney General Hart has filed his 
bill of exceptions in the supreme court 
and expects to get a hearing before that 
body the latter part of October or early 
in November. In this event a decision 
should be had some time about Decem- 
ber |. 

In his exceptions Judge Hart contends 
that the acts of the commission are not 
subject to review by the courts at all, 
but if they should be held so subject, 
then no court but that at the legal and 
official residence of the commissioners, 
namely, in Atlanta, has jurisdiction oveg 
them. : 

The exceptions to Judge Cann’s de- 
cision are as follows: 

‘“!. That the said judge, under the law,

“3. That said petition was without 
equity and set forth no cause of action 
aither legal or equitable, 

“4. That the facts stated in said pet.- 
tion did not entitle the plaintiffs to the 
equitable relief sought and granted. 

“5. That the plaintiffs were not enti- 
tled to maintain the suit as against the 
railroad commission for want of direct 
interest in the subject of the controversy, 
ror did the petition sei forth any griev- 
ance which could be redressed by a de- 
cree of the court. 

6. Because the state of Georgia under 
the constitution and the laws and in the 
oxercise of its police power has dele- 
gated to the rallnoad commission plenary 
authority to establish just and reasonable 
rates for the carriago of pergons and 
freight within this static, and the question 
of determining what are just and rea- 
sonable rates is committed exclusively to 
the commission, and the exercise of its 
discretion in this regard within consti- 
tutional limitations is not the subject of 
judicial review.’’ 

The Gist of the Case. 

The last paragraph qucted may be said 
to contain the gravamen of the case. 
As long as the action of the commission 
in the exercise of its authority in making 
just and reasonable rates, do not violate 
any constitutional provision, it is aeli 
that no court has the right to nullify 
or to interfere with these actions. 

If the courts have such right, then 
it is contended, the actions of the com- 
mission would be subject to review by 
every court in the state, and there might 
be as many and various fates, on one 
commodity or one class of commodities 
as there are courts. Besides it is raid 
it would open wide the-field for collusion 
as suits might be brought anywhere 
against the findings of the railroad com- 
mission by individuals, whereas the rail- 
roads would be the real parties at inter- 
est. If every action of the commissioa 
is thus subject to be held up by injunc- 
tion. it Is urged that there is then no 
possibility of the commission affording 
the people the relief of which they may 
be.in need, and the commission might ars 
well be. abolished, 

With so important a point as this it 
issue, the determination of the matter by 


the supreme court will be awaited with 
no small interest.

RACE SUICIDE 
IN PITTSBURG 


Deaths Exceeded Births in 
lron City Last 
Year. 


Pittsburg, September 9.—A table of the 
births and deaths in Pittsburg during 
the past fourteen years, prepared by 
City Physician Dr. B. A. Booth for the 
bureau of health, shows a startling de- 


crease in the number of births notwith- 
standing an increase of the population. 
In 189! there were 7,067 births, the rate 
per thousand being 28.61. In the same 
years there were 5,832 deaths, the rate 
per thousand being 23.61. 

The table is complete to the end of 
1904, which shows a. decrease in the 
birth rate to 21.74, more than 7 per cent. 
The déath rate is decreased from 23.61 
to 19.70 from 189! to 1904. 

The figures for the first three months 
of this year are surprising. In i89! the 
excess of births over deaths was |,235. 
The figures for this year indicate that 
the excess of births has been wiped out 
and the conditions are reversed, there’ 
being a decrease of 23 births over the 
death rate. 

In commenting on the report Dr. Booth 
said: - 

“The figures show that pace suicide is 
a fact and that I think more so in Pitts- 
burg than any of the larger cities of the 
country. There is also another feature. 
At the present advanced age the physi- 
clans save 50 per cent more bebieg than 
they did ten years ago. The advance 
made in science has reduced the loss of 
cases to the minimum. Taking this into 
consideration, together with the increase 
in population, and such a decided de- 
crease in the birth rate it shows that 
something is radically wrong. It again 
proves that President Roosevelt is right 
in his theories on race suicide.”’

INSPECTORS OUT 


It Is Said Entire State Is 
Now Quarantined, 


—_——— 


Attitude of Atlanta Officials Will Be 
Taken Up With Attorney Gen- 
eral—Violation of Quarantine 
Regulations is a Misde- 
meanor—RHed Oak Case 


President Willis F. Westmoreland and 
Secretary H. F. Harris, of the state 
board of health, were busy yesterday 
sending out additional quarantine in- 
Spectors, and up to last night it was 
Stated that twenty of them had been 
commissioned and that practically every 
railway the state is now 
guarded, 

“We have sent out twenty inspectors in 
all,” said Dr. Harris, “and practically 
every entrance to the state is now 
guarded. We will send out as many 
more inspectors as are needed, and will 
leave no stone unturned to make the 
quarantine thoroughly effective.’ 

There were some indications of fric- 
tion between the Atlanta officials and 
State authorities on Friday night. but it 
is believed this has passed and that har- 
mony will prevail in the future. 

Dr. Harris would not say what steps 
the state board would take regarding the 
attitude of the mavor and other city offi- 
clals toward the state board and its in- 
spectors, but he intimated that the mat- 
ter would be dealt with. if this attitude 
is persisted in and any of the state 
board’s inspectors should be interfered 
with. 

“Fhe attorney general is out of the 
city at present and will not return un- 
til Monday,’ Dr. Harris said. “‘When 
he returns we will take the matter up 
with him and endeavor to see that there 
is no improper interference with the state 
inspectors.”’ 

Did Not Disturb Refugees. 

Dr. Harris stated yesterday that the 
report that he had attempted to inter- 
fere with any refugees on the Atlanta 
and West Point train on Friday night 
was without foundation. 

“I was returning to Atlanta and had 
akmost reached the station,’’ he _ said, 
“when I was informed by Dr. Longino 
that there were several persons from 
Pensacola aboard the train. I went to 
the conductor and asked if I could get 
their names... That was all I desired to 
do, as I did not intend to do any quar- 
antine inspecting whatever. The con- 
ductor told me what car they were in 
and I started to it. ‘mere was a Pull- 
man car between the car I was in and 
that to which I started to go, and the 
rear door of this Pullman was locked. 
I rang the bell, but got no reply from 
the porter and returmed to the car and 
sat down. That is absolutely all there 
was to it. I saw Mayor Woodward 
when the train reached the terminal sta- 
tion, but he said nothing to me nor I to 
him.”’ 

Violation a Misdedemeanor. 

Violation of the quarantine regulations 
as prescribed by the state board of 
health is a misdemeanor. It is’ stated 
that any persons who knowingly violate 
the quarantine by coming into the state 
from any infected territory anu any per- 
sons who interfere with the quarantine 
inspectors, may be arrested upon war- 
rant charging a misdemeanor, and pros- 
ecuted in the state courts. 

Attitude of the City. 

The attitude of the city of --.ianta is 
unchanged in the matter of quaratine. 
The city and its officials do not ap- 
prove the quarantine, and they continue 
to welcome here all who may desire to 


entrance to 


come, no matter from where they come. 
If they think they can pass the quar- 
antine and get into Atlanta the city 
officials say they will be warmly. wel- 
comed. 

Not a Case of Fever. 

Secretary H. F. Harris, of the state 
board, went out to Red Oak Friday 
night, a station on the West Point road, 
about I2 miles from Atlarita, where it 
was reported there was a case of yel- 
low fever. The patient had died before 
Dr. Harris féached there. A post mor- 
tem examination waS made, however, 
and Dr. Harrfs stated upon his return 
to the city that he was satisfied the 
man did not have yellow fever, thougn 
the symptoms had been somewhat like 
it. It was his opinion that the man had 
died of Weil’s disease. -

center of the young officer’s grave stands 
a beautiful magnolia, 

Hundreds of sad stories are told too 
numerous to mention here. One husband 
has been coming to the grave of his 
dead wife every day for seven years. . 
It is said that he stands over the grave 
and weeps for hours, and leaves a bunch 
of flowers on the mound each day. 

Sad stories can be fread by mereiy 
walking over the cemetery. Here, near 
a stately monument, is a simple tomb- 
stone. The great monument towers hign 
ebove a gravé, and adorns the cemetery 
Eut the little piece of stone marks -hsy 
resting place of two little boys, who 
were buried there years ago. One win- 
| ter’s night, several years ago, two twins 
‘were found freezing to death upon ths 
sidewalk of a deserted street, in a 
lonely section of the city, They wera 
about 12 months old. They lay in a Ht- 
tle basket devoid of any wrapping or 
anything that could produce warmth 
When they were picked up by a maa 
they were dead. The man .took them tw 
his house, but they had died hours be- 
fore, and were beyond the help of medi- 
cines. The man, though poor, was kind- 
bkearted, and he had them buried in Oak-/| 
land at his own expense, He placed a 
little stone above them, to mark ths 
resting place of the deserted twins. 

The tall monument marks the resting 
place of a good and distinguished citi- 
zen. The little stone marks the resting 
p.ace of two boys, who were neglected 
i) the world, alt@® who, were it not Lor 
that neglect, might have lived and be- 
come useful and distinguished, like the 
one who sleeps near the massive monu- 
ment. 

It is interesting to read the inscrip- 
tions on some of the tombs. Some tell 
of the Hfe and the character ang the 
achievements of the dead, that they 
commemorate. Others have written ou 
them simply the name, the date of birth 
and death. And, then, there are {h2 
graves that have neither stone nor mon- 
ument. Many of these graves are un- 
known to all. Others are known to but 
a few, but to that few G@hey are as 
sacred as the graves that are marked 
by splendid monuments, 

Original Cemetery Neglected. 

But, perhaps, the most pathetic thlioz 
about the cemetery is the condition of 
some of its old graves. Nearly all ths 
graves in that part of the cemetery

New York, September 9.—(Special.)— 
Clubdom {s still talking about that great 
poker game on the Kaiser Wilhelm II, in 
which multi-millionaires held hands. From 
all accounts it was the most sensational 
fame of poker ever played. Passengers 
say that the first $100,000 jackpot ever 
recorded was won by one of five multi- 
milllonaires who played poker for three 
consecutive days and nights while en 
route to New York on the Kalser Wil- 
helm Jl. The $100,000 pot was raked in 
by a player who held four deuces against 
his oppohent’s three kings and a pair of 
fives 

According to a passenger who is per- 
sonilly acquainted with the participants 
in the great American game, the players 
were H. C. Firick, Charlies R. Fiint, 
George Westinghouse, P. A, B. Widener 
and Jobn R. McLean. 

When the Kaiser Wilhelm TI sailed 
from Bremen on August 29, the five capi- 
talists locked themselves in a state rooin. 
One player, with probably $50,000 worth 
of chips, who sat behind a “king full of 
fives,’’ raised the bet until he could hard- 
ly see his Opponent on the other side of 
the pile of chips. The other player—just 
which one is not known—hel@ “‘four little 
deuces,’’ but after finding that his oppo- 
nenj, who had a emailer hand, would not 
“eall,"’ he finally said in tunes waich 
were easily hard on the deck: 

“I call. What have you got?” 


Had “Four Little Ones.’’ 


“Four little ones,” said the lucky one, 
who raked in a good sized fortune at a 
single clip. 

The players, with their combined busi- 
ness connections, represent about $6500,- 
000,000, and they must have looked the 
part, for all chips were worth $100 each, 
and at the beginning each man usually 
purchased a $10,000 stack. Before the 
great hand on which $100,000 was won, 
the loser purchased $50,000 worth within 
twenty minutes, the time it required to 
play the hand. 

When wind of the veritable Monte 
Carlo eddied about the ship scores of the 
curious gathered about the state room 
in which the game was running, peeped 
through the windows, and tried in eyery 
way to get on the inside. Several pas- 
sengers seemed put out that the game 
was not played in the smoking room, the 
usual place.

FOR OFFICE SEEKERS: 


Negro Teacher Named Oarter, Worke 
ed Several Towns in Mississippi 
and Arkansas—Got Clerkship 
and Claimed He Applied 
for Carrier’s Place. 


Washington, September 9.—The civil 
service commission has been engaged in 
the investigation of charges of discrimil- 
nation against negroes in the matter of 
examination for office in the southern 
States. 

Two of the cases concerning which in= 
quiry has been made are those of W. C. 
Carter and M. J. Hornby, both of whom 
claim to have resigned under pressure 
from the postoffice at Yazoo, Miss. In 
the case of Hornby the charges were 
made that he had been maltreated at 
Yazoo and there seemed to be a general 
feeling that the people of that section 
had determined that while negroes might 
act as carriers for the postoffice at that 
place, they would not be permitted to 
fill the places of clerks in the office. 

The investigation was made by George 
H. Donnell, district secretary of the 
civil service cOmmission, and his recom- 
mendation has resulted in securing « 
suggestion from. the commission, which 
applies to many other places in the 
South, 

Examinations Were Fair. 

In the matter of examinations Mr, 
Donnell decided that they had been fair. 
His investigation, however, led him to 
the general conclusion “that the negroes 
have been made to know that they will 
not be allowed to hold clerkships in the 
postoffices.’’ | 

Mr. Donnell suggests that in the smal] 
offices of this district two separate 
registers be made as in the larger offices, 
One for clerks ane for carriers. The y Ya: 
groes now realise, he says, that when 
they accept clerkships in the smaller 
offices in the district it means troubie 
for them, and in nine cases out of ten, 
thinks Mr. Donnell, they would not apply 
for clerkships, but would be agatisfied 
to accept carrier positions. Mr. Dennell 
has been informed that it is not practi- 
cable to make a change in the present 
system, but that if his contention that

IN EIGHTEENTH ROUND 


Pride of California Knocked 
ut After Receiving Ter- 
rible Punishment, 


NELSON RUSHED BRITT 
ALL THROUGH CONTEST 


Only Once or Twice Did it Appear 
That Britt Had a Chance and 
Every Time the Dane Quick- 
ly Regained Mastery. 


San Francisoo, September 9.—In a fight 
that will long stand in a class of its uwn 
in the history of ring contests Battling 
Nelson, of Chicago, knocked out James 
Edward Brttt of San Franelisco, at 
Colma this afternoon. 

The end came in the eighteenth round, 
and was a clean cit, fairly won victory.

It was the story of another ring con- 
test—the success of the strong, sturdy, 
enduring fighter against a clever, cool 
boxer. This, in brief, is a description 
of Nelson and Britt’s ring characteris- 
tics respectively. 

Nelson Forced Fighting. 

From the very first Nelson forced the 
fighting. Though batted by innumerable 
bruising blows on the face and body, 
Nelson never for once gave ground. 

For tihe rushing, forcing, persistent 
tactics of Nelson, Britt could find neo 
effective counter. The Californian tried 
every blow known to him—and he ap- 
parently knows them aii—to stop his tire- 
less oponent. In every way he failed 

It. is true he punished Nelson severely, 
knocking him down once, and staggering 
him several times, but never was he able 
to beat him back and change the aspect 
of the fight. 

Only once, in the third round, did it 
appear to those close cnough to judge 
the tide of battle, that Britt might win. 
In this round he reached the most vul- 
rerable spot on Nelson's - muscle-armored 


body—his. stomach, with two terrific right 


hang blows that carried punishing force 
behind them. Nelson feltered for a mo- 
ment and doubled over. 

Quickly turning his attention to Nel- 
son’s face Britt sent a terrific right 
across that dropped the Dane to his 
knees. Tiere was a great shout from 
Britt’s friends, but the elation was short 
lived. Nelson got up before the timer 
could reach the count of two, and fought 
the only way he knows how to fight— 
always coming toward his man. At chis 
critical time for Nelson, the gong sound- 
ed for a rest, a most cheerful note to 
Nelson’s sujgpporters. The call of time 
for the succeeding round, however, found 
Nelson fresh and ready to resume, 

Britt Weakened After Third. 

After his rally in the third round the 
Californian weakened Many of his 
friends seated very close to the ring saw 
the change, and ventured a prediction 
that Nelson would win. Britt had done 
his best. He had used all his strength, 
all his cleverness and ali his blows; yet 
he failed to achieve a knockout. 

He appeared to realize when he took 
his corner after the fourth round that 
was unable to hurt his opponent 
Nelson also seemed to reach this decis- 
ion at the same time, and subsequently 
took Britt's blows with more confidence 
and without flinching. 

Except in spots the rounds were all 
pretty much alike. Nelson always forc- 
ing. Britt always giving ground; Britt 
trying to keep Nelson at the end of his 
snappy hand, and the Dane using every 
means to get inside the circumference of 
the clever Californian’s two good hands. 
Whenever Netson broke down the de- 
or accepted the blows aimed at 
him he would hammer away at the 
body, always coming out of a clinch 
with a swing at the jaw. 

The agreement of the two men te

Nelson's favor. Graney told them before 
the fight commenced that they must 
break at his command—that he did not 
propose to lay his hands on them during 
the fight.

Britt Sent to Ropes 

In the eighth round Nelson had Britt 
in grave trouble. He staggered him with 
a left and drove him to the ropes. Britt's 
seconds were in a frenzy, shouting al} 
sorts of orders. Above all was the voice 
of ‘Spider’ Kelly, who shouted: 

“Oover up, Jimmy,’”’ 

Jimmy obeyed and probably saved him- 
self from going down in this round. 

After the eighth Britt appeared to tire 
fast. The pace was slower and in Nel- 
son’s favor. 

The tenth and eleventh were also Nel- 
son's, who, my his endurance and ever- 
lasting determination to keep at his man, 
wore Britt down. 

The twelfth was Britt’s, who, rallying 
suddenly, battered his man for two min- 
utes. Nelson covered his jaw and took 
most of the blows on the nose, ear or 
stomach. Britt -wore himself out and 
finished the round tired. 

It became evident to Britt's seconds 
after the twelfth that their man was be- 
ing beaten. They sought to bolster his 
Wavering confidence with light-hearted 
remarks of how Britt wage beating Nel- 
S0n to pieces. Britt, however, appeared 
to realize that he was beaten. 

In the thirteenth he took a beating. 
Willie Britt, his brother, seeing the way 
it was going, shouted: 

“Outgame him, Jimmy; outgame -him. 
Don't let him outgame you.” 

Jimmy’s. gamenesgs was the striking 
feature of the round. 


Hot Work in Fourteenth. 

The fourteenth must be put down as 
the most sensational] of the most re- 
markble fight. Nelson, knowing Britt was 
tiring fast, had before him the determi- 
nation to end the battle. In five seconds 
he rad Britt Glagcering about, his 
guard lowered and all but out. Time and 
again Nelson planted left hand blows 
on Britt's face that drove him against 
the ropes, Over-eagerness on Nelson's 
part is What prolonged the fight beyond 
this round. Seeing his brother beaten 
down, Willie Britt shoutec “Swing, Jim- 
m Sswing.’’ 

Over and again he repeated the word 
“Swing” until Jimmy’s tired mind grasp- 
ed it. Setting himself to meet Nelson, 
Britt swung his right hand with all the 
strength in his body. The blow landed, 
and Nelson was not only stopped for the 
moment, but seemed to give ground. 
Britt saw hig advantage and pressed it. 
With his feet set far apart. to steady 
himself once more he met Nelson with 
full arm swings, finally forcing the Dane 
te clinch. The gong sounded the end of 
the round while they were standing head 
to head, slashing at each other witb 
both hands. 

Ten thousand men rose in their seats 
and cheered the boxers. The desperate 
pace ijn the fourteenth round compellea 
both men to slow up In the next two 
succeeding rounds and no decisive work 
was done by either, though Nelson 
showed more strength whenever they 
came to a clinch. The seventeenth was 
Nelson’s by a good margin. 

The Fatal Eighteenth. 

The eighteenth proved the end for 
Britt. A-detailed account of that round 
which lasted about two minutes, showed 
little difference from the others. Britt 
was tired but game and willing. Nelson 
forced him about the ring and gave 
many body blows, always boring in. 

He cornered Britt and 


against the ropes. Britt squirmed out | 


and sent in a terrific left to the stom- 
&ch that appeared to hurt Nelson. Nel- 
S0n covered up his body and Britt 
@wung for his face. uick ag a flash, 
Nelson sent in a short, sharp left hand 
biow to Britt's stomach. He gave way 
and stepped back, crounching in order to 
deceive Nelson ang give himself time to 
recover. 

Nelson saw th&A damage his blows had 
inflicted, however, ang pressed on, He 
forced Britt into his own corner and 
there, in a rally that lasted but a few 
moments the end came, Britt went Gown 
suddenly. 

Nelson says it was from a blow on 
the jaw. Britt haa no clear idea after 
the fight what put him out. but in the 
opinion of those who were close by. it 
was the blow in the stomach that took 
all his remaining strength and he fell 
from exhaustion. 

When Britt fell in his corner, flat on 
his face, there was a momentary husn 
and the voice of the officia] timer was 
heard distinctly counting off the sec- 
onds. Britt managed to. turn on his 
back and lay gasping, his bloody tongue 
protruding from his mouth. Five seconds 


|had scarcely been counted: when there 


was a roar from the crowd which saw 
that the little San Francisco boy could 
not rise. 

“Seven, eight, called out the timer, 
while Referee Graney ‘danced in front. of 
Nelson to keep him away. Nelson usow- 
ever, showed no disposition to take ad- 
vantage of Britt's distressful condition 
and walked to the other side of the 
Ting. 


Britt Counted Out. 

“Nine, ten,” shouted the timer. 
ney pointed to Nelson and the roar 
from the crowd increased. Then there 
was the usual rush of spectators into 
the ring, most of them eager to gel 
close to the new champion. A few faith- 
ful ones, however, gathered about Britt. 
who still lay gasping for breath. Final. 
ly he recovered sufficiently to regain his 
feet and was led from the ring by his 
seconds. 

Nelson remained inside the ropes sev- 
eral minutes longer before be could 
break away from the crowd. 

He walked rapidly out of the arena 
an dthen to his quarters 200 yards 
away. With the disappearance of the 
fighterg the interest- waned and. the 
crowd broke for the electric cars, steam 
trains, automobiles and other convey- 
ances. 


Ticket Handlers Kept Busy. 

The main portion of the crowd did not 
commence to come until |! o’clock. At 
that hour they poured in through the 
gates in numbers sufficient to keep the 
ticket handlerg very busy. They formed 
in long lines outside, pushed and. crowd- 
ed until all was confusion, Finally, the 
special police managed to get the eager 
enthusiasts in line, and they got inside 
the gates.

fries.*’ 

“Now, gentlemen,. three rousing cheers 
for the undefeated champion of. the 
world, Jim Jeffries.”’

or Rescue Home, at a cost of yen 
5318.10, and the subsequent dedication 
of the same last May, was a most impor- 
tant event. This home, capable of caring 
for forty girls, is now recognized by the 
government as a benevolent institution, 
During the year fourteen girls have been 
in the home. A Bible lesson and two 
hours, morning and evening, secular in- 
struction’ in the regular Sho Gakko 
course are given. Housework, sewing 
and knitting are taught, and the house- 
hold has been clothed from the proceeds 
of this labor. Two of the older girls 
and the assistant care taker have be- 
come Christians and have been received 
into the Tsunohazu church. A monthly 
expenses of 50 yen is incurred in run- 
ning the home, which is met by personal 
subscription. The Florence Crittention 
mission of America has contributed very 
liberally to the establishment and main- 
tenance of this home. 

For the children in the Loya] Temper- 
ance Legion (unreported last year) in less 
than eighteen months the following helps 
have been translated or originally pre- 
pared: Constitutions, hand bills or ad- 
vertisements for first meetings, ensigns’ 
record blanks, pledge cards, metal and 
ribbon badges, bannerets, eight deafiets, 
thirteen songs, an order of service, the 
lesson manual, “Scientific Temperance 
Lessons for Little Folks,”’ at an expense 
of yen 167.615. Leaflets and helps to 
the amount of 15,206 have been sold or 
given away. The Children’s Herald, a 
small four-page monthly, pumished by 
the L. T. L., mercy and Sunday school 
departments, published its first 1,000 
copies in December. 

There are now seventeen well organized 
children’s societies—loyal temperance le- 
gions—with a membership of 870 (an in- 
crease of over 500 for the year), meeting 
monthly.

The Future. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union will continue to. petftion for fed- 
eral legislation to protect native races 
in our own territory and in aid of for- 
eign lands. 

It will continue to protest against. the 
bringing of girls and women to this 
country for immoral purposes, and 
against the enslaving of the same, and 
agamst the legalizing of all crime, es- 
pecially that of prostitution and liquor 
selling. 

It will continue to protest against the 
sale of liquor in Soldiers’ Homes, where 
an aggregate of $253,027 is spent an- 
nually for intoxicating drinks, only about 
one-fifth of the soldiers’ pension money 
being sent home to their families. 

It will confinue to protest against the 
United States government receiving a 
revenue for liquors, sold within prohibi- 
tory territory, either local or state, and 
against all complicity of the federal gor- 
ernment with the liquor traffic. 

It wil continue to protest against 
lynching and to lend its afa in favor of 
of law. 

It will continue to work for the high- 


possible concerning the work of the dé- 
partment. The handsomely embroidered 
silk banner offered for the largest per- 
centage of increase in due-paying mem- 
bers was won by the Osaka union, which 
had made a gain of 150 new members, 
now having a total of 37! active and 29 
honorary members.

30,000 coples. 

“Under Purity; 75,000 copies of two 
splendid leafiets for young men have 
been printed and widely illustrated. Puri- 
ty pledges have also been prepared, A 
dozen gentlemen, seven of whom are 
teachers in government schools, have done 
more or less to promote this work, 


Mothers’ Meetings 

“The last annual meeting, held under 
the department of mothers’ meetings, at 
which 100 women were present, twenty- 
five different centers or cities reported 
holding such meetings. Many of these 
centers consist of several groups of 
mothers who meet monthly for the dis- 
cussion and study of subjects pertaining 
to the care and improvement of the home 
and its inmates. The number of women 
connected with each circle ranges from 
ten to one hundred and fifty, the aver- 
age attendance being about twenty-five 
One important result noticed is the in- 
fluence that is beginning to be exerted 
upon the schools and upon the teachers 
through these mothers’ meetings.

Ap- 
propriate gifts were presented to each 
party. 

Under the flower mission department, fn 
many cities committees of our members 
visit regularly each week or month the 
general hospitals, as well as the military, 
and distribute lNterature, flowers, with 
scripture texts attached, and picture 
cards. One society has undertaken the 
making*of 300 hospital robes for soldiers, 

The third Sunday of last June was ob- 
served as red letter day by a number of 
the Tokio societies, who, in addition to 
the distribution of flowers, etc., held short 
and interesting gospel temperance ser- 
vices in several of the city hospitals. 
Four hundred plants, alive and growing, 
were given away on this occasion. 

Our national organ, The Woman’s 
Herald, a forty-four page magazine. 
publishes 1,400 copies monthly, or 16,800 
for the year. 

Not a little credit should be given to 
the one hundred and sixty odd mission- 
ary ladies, members of the foreign aux- 
jliary of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, who have given so lib 
erally of their time, means and energy, 
to assist the native workers in their 
efforts for the temperance cause.

‘w cities of its size in America have 
more genuinely charitable-minded people 
than Atlanta.e There has never been @ 
season of unusual hardship when they 
have not responded promptly and gener- 
Ously to every appeal made to them on 
behalf of the suffering. The trouble has 
been that the relief wag not properly 
administered. The professional beggars 
and parasites of the community are fre- 
quently weli-skilled In the art of ob- 
taining something for nothing, and with- 
out a proper system of investigation, ex- 
tended throughout the city, it hag been 
possible for this class to prey upon the 
funds prepared for the re¥Jef of the poor, 
with the result that. many cases ac- 
tually in need were crowded into the 
background and lost. It has been im- 
possible heretofore to prevent the over- 
lapping of relief and the fraudulent con- 
version by the applicant of groceries, 
fuel etc., money to be spent for 
whisky or morphine. 

For instance, an application might be 
made to a given church for fuel. The 
society within the church would investi- 
@ate the case and find that the appii- 
cant Wag really in need of fuel. It 
would thereupon furnish it to him. As 
soon as this was done, the applicant 
would sell the fuel to some neighbor. at 
less than its market value, obtain money 
for it, which he could use for whisky. 
He would then make application to a 
second church for the same relief. The 
second church would investigate his case 
and find that he was actually In need of 
fuel, and would furnish it to him, with 
the same result as before. If fhe appli- 
cant was an habitua] parasite, he could

In addition to securing the coorepation 
of the churches and oharitable institu- 
tlons already existing within the city, 
the Associated Charities is organizing 
@ committee in each ward in the city. 
By the time winter begins each of these 
committees will be firmly established on 
its own basis and each will in a meas- 
ure have the responsibility of looking 
after the poor within the ward which it 
represents. Each committee will keep 
constantly in touch with the head office 
of the Associated Charities, and will 
also keep in touch with all of the 
churches and charitable institutions with- 
in its own ward. It will receive instruc- 
tions from the head office and the rec- 
ords there witll be constantly supple- 
mented and elaborated by the informa- 
tion furnished it from the varlous com- 
mittees. 

Up to this time the head office has 
accumulated full records and informa- 
tion concerning 227 cases. A considerable 
number of these are habitual beggars and 
frauds. A great number are cases which 
have been badly in need of assistance. 
These individuals or families have: been 
carefully provided for. Latent possibill- 
ties of self-help have been developed 
within them, with the result in a great 
number of cases that the individuals 
have -been put’ upon a aself-susteining 
basis which they never before knew. In 
many instances it has only required 
the finding of employment for those 
members of the family able to work, and 
a strong appeal to the ambition and 
self-regpect of those members who were 
able to work but unwilHing.
